LOSDOX, Nov. 19.—The most seri- 


ous flre in recent years is now rag- 
ing here. In several streets adja- 
cent to the general postoffloes huge 
blocks of 
buildings are blaming 


fiercely. 
Many houses have col- 


lapsed and fifteen warehouses have 
already been destroyed. Buildings 
are ablaze on both sides of the 
streets, thus preventing the firemen 
from reaching the burning build- 
ings. 


The fire broke out in Hamsell 


street and worked through the 
houses to Well street, a narrow 
thoroughfare. 
There the flames 


leaped 
and seized the opposite 


houses. 


From that time the conflagration 


extended rapidly both up and down 
the street. Well street is now in- 
volved from end to end and the 
flames are rapidly nearing Nicholas 
square, which is surrounded by tall 
warehouses. The fire brigade has 
given np hope subduing the fire and 
is devoting its energies to prevent- 
ing its spread. The occupants of 
threatened building are busily re- 
moving their books and business 
documents. No casualties have thus 
far been reported. 


At 3:30 this afternoon thirty-five 


engines wens engaged in fighting 
the flames and others were arriving 
momentarily from all parts of Lon- 
don. 
Many thousands of people 


have gathered to see the fire. One 
end of Jewin street is now attacked 
by the flames. It presents the ap- 
pearance of huge furnace. 
Several 


large buildings have already fallen 
and tho debris completely blocks the 
roadway. The damage done by the 
flre is enormous. 
Most of the 


buildings destroyed were six stories 
high and filled with merchandise. 


THE FLAMES STILL SPREADING. 


The flames by 5:30 p. m. had 


worked their way from 
Jewin 


street into Bed Cross street, where 
an entire block of houses on the west 
side of the street was threatened. 
Over forty engines were at work by 
this time. It is impossible to make 
an estimate of the damage done 
or regarding the real extent of 
the flre at- present. Various news- 
papers publish sensational estimates 
of the loss. Many of the buildings 
burned 
or threatened contained 


large numbers of girls, employed in 
various capacities. Very many of 
them escaped with difficulty. 


The area of tne flre is at least 


100,000 yards square. Sixty ware- 
houses have already been destroyed 
and the flre has extended from 
Wood street square to 
Aiders 


Gate street. The damage is estimat- 
ed at $10,000,000. 
The vicarage 


of St. Giles, Cripple Gate, is de- 
stroved and the church is on fire. 
The church of St. Giles was built in 
1545. 
It is approached by an arch- 


way in Bed Cross street, also within 
the scene of the conflagration and 
contains among other things the 
tombs of John Milton, who died in 
1674; the tombs of Fox 1664, the 
martyrolegist, 
Frobisher, 
the 


voyager 
who 
died 
in 1859 


aud Sheei, the typographer who 
died in 1629. Oliver Cromwell was 
married in the church of St. Giles, 
on August 
22, 1620, and 
the 


Parish register contains an entry of 
the burial of Daniel DeFoe, the 
author of -'Robinson Crusoe," who 
died in 1731. Milton is commemorat- 
ed in the charoh of St. Giles by a 
bust by Bacon, and the late Geo. W 
Childs, of Philadelphia, erected ft 
stained glass window in this church 
to the poet's memory. In the church 
yard la an old bastion of the 
London wall, and close by in Lon 
don 
wall 
is 
a 
small 
part 


of the church yard of St. Alphage, 
containing another large fragment 
of the old wall bnilt by the Romans. 
Alders Gate and Cripple Gate are 
named after two of the gates in Bo- 
man London.
